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manufacturers. It seems to be the custom of many 
importers to write to different factories in the United 
States requesting full information and the very best 
prices with “confidential discounts.” But at the same 
time the importer neglects giving very essential infor- 
mation about his own financial standing and his status 
with the trade. It is very rarely that the so-called 
importer states whether he is purchasing for distribu- 
tion among the class of trade that corresponds to the 
jobber on this side of the water or whether he is pur- 
chasing for. distribution among the retail trade. 

If the importer were only to realize that the 
American manufacturer cannot always obtain the best 
and most reliable information concerning importers, 
we believe he would not hesitate to give complete and 
satisfactory references with his original inquiry. 


Information about the character, style, weight, price, 
packing and so forth of an American manufactured 
article has little or nothing to do with the credit, the 
standing and the trade of the foreigner making in- 
quiries along these lines; if he wants credit and asks 
for it, he ought to have the good business sense to 
volunteer at the outset all necessary information about 
his affairs and to present the requisite references. 

But when the foreigner merely seeks information 

about the American article itself, the manufacturer 
surely stands in his own light if he doesn’t give it 
freely. That is the first step in making a sale. If 
every man who enters a hardware store and asks about 
a saw or a hatchet were to be met with the inquiry, 
“Have you got the price of it in your pocket?” that 
concern would be in the bankruptcy court within sixty 
days. 
It is much to be feared that this German importer’s 
criticism is well taken—that the American manufac- 
turer is much too stingy in the matter of answering 
inquiries about his wares unless he knows all about 
the inquirer—even his pedigree and the private lives 
of his forebears. If he withholds this information 
following the original request for it, the chances are 
a hundred to one that he will never hear from the 
foreign importer again. 

If the practice referred to is as common as indicated 
by this German importer’s complaint, nobody ought to 
be surprised that foreign manufacturers make more 
rapid progress than Americans do in gathering in the 
trade of Germany. 








THERE is no doubt that within the next few years 
some of the biggest profits in American industry will 
be saved out of operations. Much of 
our profit has been made this way in the 
past, but saving it is another matter. The 
United States is a rich nation, and the 
consuming demand is tremendous. Manufacturers are 
often forced to produce goods so fast that there is no 
chance to work out the most economical methods. In 
1896, for example, one factory turned out thirteen 
automobiles. During 1909 we made eighty-two thou- 
sand autos in from two hundred and fifty to three hun- 
dred factories. Yet we have not caught up with de-

mand. The same holds true in most other industries, 
for even our consumption of pins and buttons doubles 
in about ten years. 

When manufacturers want more profit their first re- 
source has usually been to make and sell more goods— 
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increase the turnover. But new conditions are devel- 
oping, and within the next generation there will be 
much attention given to more orderly, ingenious, eco- 
nomical handling of the present turnover—better mar- 
gins of profit on the same volume of business. Profits 
are to be conserved by stopping waste, utilizing by- 
products, linking together processes, standardizing 
equipment and products, organizing the work force to 
better advantage, and so forth. These are all impor- 
tant elements in conservation of profit, and among 
them is an element that goes by the familiar name of 
cost. Many manufacturers do not go deeply enough 
into cost. Millions of dollars’ worth of business is 
done on assumptions of cost. Exact knowledge is ex- 
ceptional in our industrial world. Very often the man 
who has dug out the truth about his costs is able to 
distance all competitors. 

When a manufacturer ships a consignment of fin- 
ished goods to a customer he counts and records them 
by items, and charges and collects his money through 
an efficient accounting system. But when this same 
manufacturer buys raw materials, machinery and labor 
he may turn them loose in his factory without any 
accounting at all, depending upon a yearly inventory 
to determine whether he has made money or lost it. 
One of the most difficult details in installing a good 
cost system, according to an expert cost accountant, is 
to bring manufacturers to regard materials as money. 
Something. like three-quarters of a million dollars’ 
worth of smafl tools were being purchased yearly by a 
large Eastern machine works. These tools were dis- 
tributed to workmen without record or any inquiry as 
to what became of them. Had the management been 
handing out silver dollars instead of files, drills and 
lathe tools, each coin would have been kept track of. 
But to the tools were given neither accounting nor 
thought. Workmen threw them away when dull, or 
carried them home, thinking it no harm. A cost ex- 
pert devised for this works a simple system whereby 
each man, in drawing a new tool, handed in the old, 
to be resharpened or sold, and this system is said to 
save the company some two hundred thousand dollars 
a year. 

How loosely some of our manufacturing plants are 
run in this matter of costs is shown by the wide varia- 
tion in bids that will be made by a number of coneerns 
in a given industry on the same article. The story told 
of a certain eastern manufacturer illustrates this point. 
His factory was running overtime, but he undertook to 
deliver some goods to one of his best customers and 
sent around to competitors to get bids. Their prices 
for the work ranged from nine dollars and fifty cents 
to forty-nine dollars. Struck with this wide differ- 
ence, he put the job through his own mill and kept ac- 
curate account of cost. It was finished for twenty-two 
dollars and fifty cents. The experience led him to in- 
stall a modern cost system, and now, after operating 
under it several years, he says that, while competitor's 
believe they can guess at costs and live, he finds manu- 
facturing enough of a gamble without that. 

Cost accounting itself is a dry study. After a sci- 
_entific cost system has been constructed by an expert, 
however, there is a margin for creative effort. The 
human equation in cost work is quite ample enough to 
keep the most active mind interested:

This part and also the backgrounds at 
the right and the left of the center, were covered with 
white eiderdown cloth. Upon these backgrounds 
were shown a variety of tools, such as braces, trowels, 
saws, rules, hammers, levels, try squares, etc. Im- 
mediately over the right and left backgrounds, laid 
between the folds of zig-zag rules, were pliers, 
wrenches and washer cutters. Directly above at the 
top of the background were hand saws. At the foot 
of each side background were two shelves, about 30 
inches by 12 inches wide, draped in white bunting 
and edged with ribbon and then covered with bright 
coil chain. Upon these rested miter boxes, oilers, 
plumb bobs, machinists’ levels, and other small tools. 
The foreground of the display consisted of a goodly 
number of planes, chisels, carving tools, oilers, car- 


space, as it contains six floors, 220 feet long. The build- 
ing is equipped with the latest style electric elevators, 
one at each end, facilitating the receipt of goods at the 
rear of the Commerce Street end and the discharge 
of the same at the Market Street front. The first floor 
of the Market Street front will be devoted to the as- 
sembling and shipping of stock carried in the building, 
while the balance of the warehouse will be occupied by 
full cases, it being the company’s intention to put no 
broken or open stock in this building.

No spectacular effect was intro- 
duced in the shape of a figure or any other extraneous 
device. Simply the usual lines were employed. This 
was done to make the test a fair one. 

There was, however, no mistaking the advantage 
that the second window had over the first. For every 
single person pulled to the window by the “assorted” 
display fully half a dozen were attracted by the “con- 
centrated” one, while the business done was consid- 
erably greater. ; 

“For my part,” said the merchant, “I want no bet- 
ter evidence of the advantage of the one display over 
the other, and you will-never find me showing a win- 
dow without having the lines so combining that a cen- 
tral idea is brought out. It is like a circus with 
three or four acts going on at the same time. The 
eye wanders from one to the other, no performance 
is noted in its entirety, and the recollection of any 
particular act is a very vague one.”

VAPOR SYSTEM IN A CENTRAL HEATING 
PLANT. 





BY PERRY WEBBER RATHBURN. 

Before directly taking up the subject of vapor heat- 
ing, it will be well to explain a convenient method of 
The rule of 2, 20 and 200 is one 

advocated by John Mills many years ago. This rule 
has, and is still, giving the best of satisfaction. For 
steam heating, divide the glass surface by 2, the 
‘ exposed walls by 20 and cubic contents by 200, and add 
from 5 to 10 per cent for coldest exposures. This will 
give you the quantity of radiation required to heat a 
building of good construction to 70 degrees in zero 
weather. For weather below zero add 1% per cent 
for each degree. 

A contractor must use his judgment and vary his 
rule according to the construction of the building. 
For hot water heating with an open tank system add 
from 60 to 70 per cent to the amount derived from 
steam, the percentage to be varied according to the 
use of the room. 

When we think of figuring on a central heating sys- 
tem, our first thought is of steam heating, either by 
live or'exhaust, but at the present time there are so 
many mechanical devices to cut down the cost of oper- 
ation, and in some cases of installation, that it pays to 
think over the various systems and consider which 
would be best adapted to our customer’s wants. These 
systems are, namely, the vapor system, vacuum system, 
or air line vacuum system. The latter can be run 
either by a pump or seal of mercury. 

A system of vapor heating is often recommended for 
all classes of buildings by leading heating and ventilat- 
ing engineers and contractors, also the most advanced 
architects recommend it on account of its having 
proved satisfactory in operation and in general results. 
A vapor system employs the ordinary hot water radi- 
ator and a regular steam boiler of sufficient capacity, a 
damper regulator sometimes known as the receiving 
tank or casting, a throttle valve to the radiator supply 
and an ordinary union elbow, a condensing radiator 
with connection to the smoke flue, together with mains 
of sufficient size and capacity graded to a proper align- 
ment. 

A vapor system was designed by the writer and 
installed under his personal supervision some years ago 
in Chicago. It is today, and has been for the past 
years, giving excellent satisfaction, proving a great 
economy to the owner, and allowing his ‘iouses to rent 
for a much larger rate than otherwise. I wish to say 
that all flow connections to radiators are 34 in., and 
that all return connections are %4 in. The flow mains 
are the same size as used in the ordinary gravity steam 
system, and the return mains are one smaller than gen- 
erally used. There are six residences of the same de- 
sign located alongside of each other, 3 ft. apart. The 
boiler is placed in the corner-one, which is the owner’s 
home. Here is where all mains start and terminate. 
This. makes a central heating plant for the residences 
occupied by tenants and also the owner’s home, ap- 


figuring radiation. 
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proximately 335 sq. ft. of radiation per building. Of 
course it is understood that the corner house has 
more exposures than the others, and, therefore, re- 
quires a larger quantity of radiation. This job was 
installed complete, including the furnishing of all ma- 
terial, for approximately $2.10 per sq. foot. It should 
be understood that vapor heating requires 30 to 35 
per cent more radiation than steam, and 30 to 35 per 
cent less than hot water. 





DR. COLBERT EXPLAINS WHY THE COLD 
. AIR DUCT SWEATS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In your issue of December 24 I note a letter from 
Mr. L. A. Oeffner of Jefferson, Ohio, in which he 
asked for an explanation of a sweating cold air duct. 
This is purely a natural phenomenon that Mr. Oeffner 
has to deal with. 

The cellar temperature is somewhat higher than the 
temperature of the outdoor air, and the air in the cellar 
thus has the ability to hold more moisture than the out- 
door air. The cold air from outdoors passing through 
the cold air duct chills the surfaces of the duct and 
chills the air immediately surrounding the duct to the 
dew point of that surrounding air; the result is a pre- 
cipitation of moisture exactly the same as that which 
occurs at night in summer. 

The solution of the difficulty lies in providing an in- 
sulating covering for the cold air duct, either a few 
layers of asbestos paper securely fastened on to the 
duct, or a wooden covering may be built around the 
duct, or Mr. Oeffner can search for the source of the 
moisture in the cellar air and overcome the same by 
thoroughly tightening any leaky water pipes and by ce- 
menting the cellar floor, and, if necessary, applying a 
coating of waterproof cement to the foundation walls. 
The latter course is the more expensive but is also the 
more sanitary course to follow, and is the one that will 
result in permanent satisfaction. 

The dimensions of the cold air duct and the dimen- 
sions of the heat pipes are in no way connected with 
this problem.

COLD AIR REGISTERS FOR INSIDE 
CIRCULATION. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In your issue of December 24, one of your corre- 
spondents, signing himself, “A Reader,’ expressed the 
desire to have the opinions of the trade on side wall 
and floor cold air registers for inside circulation, what 
they are inclined to favor, and why. 

Our experience has taught us that better results can 
be obtained by taking the cold air from every room on 
the first floor to equal the capacity of the warm air 
register, and when cold air is placed in the base board 
saves spoiling the floor; the same amount of air will 
pass through an opening in the base board that will 
pass through one of the same capacity in the floor. 

Cold air can be taken from the hall through a seat 
front, stair rake, stair panel or riser to equal the ca- 
pacity of the warm air registers on the second floor. 
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Still better results can be obtained by taking the cold 
air from each room on the second floor, taking the 
‘same through a register placed in the base board and 
carried down through the space between the two studs 
to the cellar and connected with the cold air box in the 
cellar. When this is done you have a complete circu- 
lation from the furnace to each room.

During the past year the company have added to 
their line two new furnaces, namely, Green’s “Pro- 
gressive” and Green’s “Cottage Comfort” furnaces. 
While the “Progressive” is an old idea of furnace 
construction, many new and practical improvements 
have been added to it. The inside diameter of the 
dome is five inches greater than the inside diameter 
of the fire-pot. The “Progressive” has four inde- 
pendent grate bars, and an air blast or plain fire-pot, 
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the air blast being strongly recommended for dura- 
bility and economy. The radiator is cast solid, 12 
inches high, with a division plate to the right of the 
smoke collar, compelling the smoke to travel the en- 
tire circumference of the radiator before entering the 
smoke pipe. The radiator is cast in one piece, so 
there is no chance for smoke or gas to escape. With 
this radiator no elbows are needed, as it is so con- 
structed that it can be easily turned in any direction 
so that a straight pipe can be run from the collar on 
the radiator through the chimney, it being even possible 
for the smoke pipe to enter the chimney—almost over 
the feed doors—which will sometimes be found to be 
an advantage. Other important features of Green’s 
“Progressive” furnace are a one-piece base ring, 
deep, roomy ash-pit, double feed doors, and large 
combustion chamber. 

Green’s “Cottage Comfort” furnace is built on 
the lines of the old fashioned cannon stove. This 
furnace embodies the good practical features of other 
Green furn-ces, with increased simplicity, rendering 
it unusually -asy of erection. An extra heavy diving 
flue is put over the opening in the smoke pipe of this 
furnace. On account of the height and shape of this 
diving flue, the flames and smoke as they rise are 
first forced to all sides of the combustion chamber, 
then to the top, before it is possible for them to drop 
down and enter the smoke pipe. Every inch of the 
“Cottage Comfort” is said to be prime heating sur- 
face.

PATTERN FOR A CHIMNEY TOP. 














BY E. R. PROBERT. 

In Figs. 392 and 393 are shown the side and end 
elevations and the plan of the chimney top. A B DC 
of the plan represents the size of the article at the bot- 
tom to fit the chimney, and E F G H the size of the 
opening in the top to fit a pipe or extensoin. An in- 
spection of the drawings will show that the article con- 
sists of two flat triangular sides, of which C H D is 
the plan and K Q L the elevation, two similar tri- 
angles, D G B, forming the ends, and four corner 
pieces, of which F B G is a plan, which are portions 
of an oblique cone. Further inspection of the plan will 
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From J’ as center, and radii equal to the several 
hypothenuses, strike arcs indefinitely as shown. 

From any convenient point on arc 0, as G’ draw a 
line to J’, which will form one side of the pattern of 
the rounded corner, Set the dividers to the space 
used in stepping off the arc E’ C’, and commencing 
at the point G’ step to arc 7, and from that point to 
arc 2, and so on, reaching the last arc in the point H’. 
Trace a line through these points as shown from G’ 
to H’, and draw H’ J’, which will complete the pat- 
tern of the corner piece. 

From A’ set off on A’ F’ the distances E’ F’ and 
C’ B’, as shown by L’ and M’. Draw lines from these 
points to J’; then J’ L’ and J’ M’ will represent the 
true distances as shown by E’ F’ and C’ B’ of the 
plan, or R Q and S T of the elevations, in Fig. 392 


and 393.

also show that the entire article consists of four sym- 
metrical quarters, therefore in Fig. 395 is shown a 
quarter plan of the same, from which the pattern of 
one-quarter of the article is obtained. 

The quarter circle E’ C’ is the quarter plan of the 
oblique cone, of which A’ is the apex; therefore, di- 
vide E’ C’ into any convenient number of equal parts, 
and from the points thus obtained draw lines to A’. 
The next step is to construct a diagram of triangles 
of which the lines just drawn are the bases and of 
which the height of the article is the altitude. As- 
suming F’ A’ as the base line of the diagram, place 
one foot of the compasses at A’, and bringing the pen- 
cil point to the various points in E’ C’, strike arcs cut- 
ting F’ A’, as shown. At right angles to F’ A’ erect 
A’ J’, equal in height to R Q of Fig. 392, and from J’ 
draw several lines to the several points in A’ F’. These 
hypothenuses will then represent the true distances 
from B to the points in F G. 


With J’ as center, and A’ B’ as radius, describe an 
arc, K’ and from G’ as center, with radius equal to 
L’ J’, intersect the arc, as shown, thus establishing the 
point K’. Draw G’ K’ and K’ J’. Ina similar man- 
ner, with H’ as center, and M’ J’ as radius, describe 
the arc J’ and from J’ as center, with radius equal to 
A’ F’ of the plan, intersect the arc at the point /’. 
Draw J’ J’ and then J’ H’; then H’ J’ J’ K’ G’ will 
form the pattern for one complete quarter of the chim- 
ney top.

PATTERN FOR ARTICLE WITH RECTANGU- 
LAR BASE AND ROUND TOP.

In Figs. 388 and 389 are shown the plan and eleva- 
tion of an article in which the conditions are exactly 
the same as in Figs. 392 and 393 (on this page ). 
The article here shown differs from that shown in Fig. 
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392 only in the fact that the diameter of the round 
end or top is greater than the width of the base, while 
in Fig. 392 it is less, but the method of obtaining the 
pattern is exactly the same. 

In this case, as in the preceding one, the article con- 
sists of four flat triangular pieces (two ends and two 
sides) and four equal rounded corners, each of which 
is a quarter of an oblique cone. As the entire en- 
velope consists of four symmetrical quarters, one- 
quarter of the plan O R N J has been reproduced in 
Fig. 390 from which to obtain the patterns in the sim- 
plest manner. Divide J’ R’ of plan into any convenient 
. number of equal parts, and from the points thus ob- 
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to the points in J’ L’ as radii, strike arcs as shown. 
From any point, as N’, on arc 1, draw a line to P’. 
Set the dividers to the space used in stepping off J’ R’ 
of plan, and commencing at N’, step from arc to arc, 
as indicated by the small figures, reaching the last in 
the point 6 or M’. Draw M’ P’, thus completing the 
pattern for part of the article indicated in plan by 
IN J of Fig. 388. From /’ on J’ L’, set off the dis- 
tances J’ K’ and R’ H’, as shown by the points 
gandh, Then P’ g and P’ h will represent, respect- 
ively, the altitudes of the flat triangular pieces, form- 
ing the sides and the ends of the article. 

With J’ K’ of plan as radius, and P’ of pattern as

tained draw line$ to /’, which represents the apex of 
an inverted oblique cone. The object is to construct 
triangles whose altitudes will be equal to the straight 
height of the article, and whose bases will be equal to 
the length of lines in R’ J’ J’ of plan, and whose 
hypothenuses will give the distance from points in 
R’ J’ of top to J’ in the base. 

To construct this diagram, proceed as follows: From 
I’ of Fig. 390 as center, and radii equal to the lengths 
of the several lines drawn to /’, describe arcs, cutting 
any straight line, as J’ L’. From /’ draw /’ P’ at right 
angles to J’ L’, which make equal to the straight height 
of the article, and from the points in 7’ L’ draw lines 
to P’. With P’ as center, and the distances from /’ 


center, strike a small arc Q’, which intersect with one 
struck from M’ of pattern as center, and P’ g of dia- 
gram as radius, thus establishing the point Q’ of pat- 
tern. Draw P’ QO’ and Q’ M’. With /’ H’ of plan as 
radius, and P’ of pattern as center, strike a small arc, 
which intersect with one struck from N’ of pattern 
as center, and P’ h of the diagram as radius, thus es- 
tablishing the point O’ of pattern. Draw N’ O’ and 
O’ P’, as shown, thus completing the quarter pattern. 

In Fig. 391, j d f k is a duplicate of the pattern in- 
dicated by M’ N’ O’ Q’ in Fig. 390.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The close of the holiday season finds the hardware 
trade giving attention to seasonable business and the 
stocking of goods for the spring trade, the outlook 
for which is generally regarded as encouraging. Re- 
ports from all sections of the country point to the fact 
that the holiday business in the retail trade was un- 
usually heavy and that the demand was fully up to 
expectations. Dealers’ stocks are for the most part 
rather low and buying is expected to be very active. 
The good crops have inspired confidence in every 
branch of the trade, and the year 1911 is entered upon 
with a feeling that a revival of business activity is 
imminent. 

Wire and wire nails are moving rather slowly, but 
this condition is expected at this time of the year, 
when the inclement weather serves to check building 
operations. The demand for cut nails is also light. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retail- 
ers’ car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb 
wire, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in 
car lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 


Consumers of tin plate have accepted present price 
levels as the lowest likely to be offered, and are pre- 
paring to specify their first half requirements on that 
basis. Advance estimates from the heavy consumers 
of tin plate assure for 1911 a total tonnage of that 
product in excess of that of 1910. Five additional 
hot mills have been put in operation by the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co., and the independent manu- 
facturers are also viewing the situation with satis- 
faction. The price of tin plate to retailers, f. 0. b. 
Chicago, is $8.50 for 100-pound tin plate 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


Sheet manufacturers find specifications for in- 
creased tonnage from the metal furniture trades and 
other new lines that have secured a foothold. The 
market is still firm, though buying, generally, is not 
very heavy at the present time. The demand for gal- 
vanized sheets has improved and indications point to 
a heavy output of this commodity during the coming 
year. The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of 
store fo: 100-pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized.

COPPER. 


The copper market continues to be reported as dull, 
producers and selling agencies holding for firm prices 
and consumers holding aloof in anticipation of lower 
prices later on. On the call at the New York Metal 
Exchange on Thursday prices were practically un- 
changed from the close the week before, although the 
market abroad showed an advance of 6s 3d for both 
spot and: futures. Best selected was held at un- 
changed prices. The exports of copper during the 


month of December amounted to 31,526 tons, as com- . 


pared with 29,097 tons in November and 28,104 tons 
in December a year ago. The only other month 
which showed a larger total of exports was Septem- 
ber, when the figures were 31,733 tons. The fort- 
nightly statistics indicate the visible supply in Europe 
on January 1 at 83,838 tons, a decrease of 1,162 tons 
from December 15, when the visible was 85,000 tons. 

Considering the prospects for 15c copper which 
were held out in November, the market closed 1910 
weak and with not much indication that it would re- 
cuperate very soon. In fact, the red metal was the 
subject of much concern during the last year, the 
fundamental trouble being the enormous increase in 
production, which seemed to have no limit to its ex- 
pansion during the first half of the year. The an- 
nouncement last July that several mining interests 
would make a curtailment of 15 per cent created a 
more hopeful feeling, but pessimism again began to 
grow when the October report of the refiners failed 
to show any reduction. The first curtailment was 
noticeable in November, although it was comparative- 
ly small. The prospects for 1911 are that the con- 
sumption of copper may increase, but if it falls off 
and the monthly reductions in output are no larger 
than they have been, the result will be still lower 
prices. 

ALUMINUM. 

Business in aluminum is quiet and prices are un- 
changed. 

Prices per pound, in ton lots, are as follows: No. 
I pure ingot, 23@24c; rods and wire, base price, 3Ic, 
and sheets, 33c, base price. 





ANTIMONY. 

The antimony market is quiet and easy in tone. 

Prices are 7.50c for Cookson’s; 7.50c for Hal- 
lett’s, and 6.75@7.25c for ordinary brands. The Lon- 
don market is quoted at £29 for Hallett’s and £28 
for ordinary brands. 

COKE. 

The coke region is to see a rigorous curtailment of 
operating capacity. Last week the H. C. Frick Coke 
Co. began closing ovens. It is reported that between 
2,000 and 4,000 ovens will be closed the coming week, 
the remainder working full six days a week, instead 
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of running the larger number plants five days a 
week. ; 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25 is quoted for shipments over first half 
of next year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.60@1.75 for shipment over the next six 
months. 

PIG IRON. 

The basic pig iron manufacturers in the Pittsburgh 
district who are trying to bring about a coalition of fur- 
nace interests to remedy price and production condi- 
tions, held another meeting a few days ago in Cleve- 
land, which was attended by nearly all the principal 
producers in the Pittsburgh, Valleys and Lake districts. 
The project for a permanent organization received 
further impetus. Two important producing interests 
in the Pittsburgh territory are hanging back on the 
proposal. Firmer prices in basic iron have come of 
the proposal, but nothing permanent. The project is 
said to have the support of the most powerful inter- 
ests in the iron and steel trade, however. 

Basic iron showed a stronger tone through the holi- 
day week, though inquiries for large enough tonnages 
to thoroughly test the market were absent. Offers of 
$13.50, valley furnace, for first quarter basic iron 
were refused by all producers in Pittsburgh terri- 
tory, though that price would have found considerable 
available tonnage in mid-December. In foundry iron, 
$13.50, valleys, and a shade less was done on a part 
of a 4,000-ton contract negotiated by a Pittsburgh 
sanitary interest with valley producers, for first half. 
This is a recession for No. 2 iron, the Pittsburgh min- 
imum having ranged betweeti $13.75 and $14, valley 
furnace, throughout December. The sale involved 
some off-iron, however. Bessemer iron remained 
firm at $15, valleys, and the monthly price average 
for December is expected to show that figure for the 


month.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Reviewing 1910, in spite of the promise held out, it has 
been a disapointment to those connected with the metal 
trades. The anticipation of those in best position to judge 
pointed to a splendid year, and, while they were not looking 
for broken records, it was generally conceded that the prom- 
ise Was ‘such that the records would run some risk at least. 
That the best informed have been mistaken, goes to prove the 
wereenty of this particular branch of our American in- 

ustry. 
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_ “The year started with Southern No. 2 at $17.50 Cin 
cinnati, Northern No. 2 at $18.20 Cincinnati. Business was 
good and the outlook encouraging. At that time production 
was proceeding at the rate of a trifle over thirty-two mil 
lion tons a year. Consumption was eating up the furnace 
stocks and reserve supplies on consumers’ yards. 

“There was a little buying in late January and February 
for the third quarter and last half of the year, some furnaces 
having opened their order books thus far ahead. It was 
predicted at that time that production during 1910 and con- 
sumption which would take care of it, would amount to at 
least thirty-three million tons. That it has fallen much 
below this and has been steadily declining, with one exception, 
since that time, and all this in the face of generally satisfac 
tory business conditions, is one of the strange things con- 
nected with it. Many say it has been a case of over produc 
tion. The production during the first four months of 1910, 
of 10,095,000 tons, was absorbed by the consumptive demand. 
_ “There was no change in prices at Cincinatti on Southern 
iron until about the middle of February, when 50 cents less 
was registered, Northern No. 2 still holding at $18.20. The 
next two or three turns in Southern iron came rapidly, fifty 
cents at a jump, in early March, late March, April and May, 
falling successively to $17.00, $16.50, $16.00 and $15.50, which 

rice held until the first of May. In the meantime, Northern 

o. 2 in the middle of March went to $17.70, April Ist to 
$17.20 and on the first of May was quoted $16.70, Cincinnati. 
No change in Southern iron again until about the first of 
June, when $15.00 was recorded; this price holding until the 
middle of July, when it went to $14.50, with many sales 
being made at $14.25. This price has held almost continuously 
since July with minor fluctuations one way or another. The 
year goes out with Southern No. 2 at Cincinnati, $14.25. 
Northern No. 2 has followed the scale, in May dropping to 
$16.70, the latter part of the month to $16.20, which price held 
until late July, when $15.70 was the minimum. October 
called for further decline to $15.20, at which price it is held 
at the present time. 

“The record of production during the year showed a 
steady decline, with one exception. January set the high 
mark with 2,599,000 tons; February followed with 2,428,000 
tons; March, in the face of the good business in January and 
February, showed an increase, going up to 2,588,000 tons. 
Since then, with the desire to curtail product, the effort has 
been made to cut this down and it has been accomplished, 
but not as rapidly as conditions justified, or as the best judges 
of the situation thought necessary. December output was 
about 1,800,000 tons, giving for the year approximately a pro- 
duction of twenty-seven million tons, which is the greatest 
in the history of the trade. 

“It is estimated that consumption also broke the record 
with almost twenty-six million tons. Our imports for 1910 
were 235,000 tons, exports about 110,000 tons. 

“There is a great deal of talk in newspapers and other- 
wise of general business depression. For the most part this 
is not substantiated by the facts. The country has reached 
a point in its productive facilities somewhat in advance of 
its consuming ability, and a proper adjustment of these two 
ends will mean return of normal conditions. It is only in the 
metal trades and allied lines that the real depression exists. 
We look forward to 1911 as being an average year, but do not 
anticipate that there will be any marked improvement until 
spring. The settlement of the rate proposition by the rail- 
roads would mean a tremendous influence for good.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their week- 


ly report: 

“The New Year opens with a betterment in the pig 
iron market. There is a real and pressing demand for 
iron. In fact there is today more actual inquiry in the 
Middle West than there was during the entire month 
of December. One of the most significant things about 
the largest of the inquiries is that they are for shipment 
through the entire year. In other words, consumers 
realize that prices are at the bottom and the longer the 
time contract they can make the better. Naturally the 
furnaces are doing their best to limit orders to as short 
deliveries as possible. 

“Producers of pig iron are much more hopeful. They 
have reason to anticipate that conditions will soon 
change very much for the better. There has been such 
a great reduction in output that the over-production from 
which we have been suffering is already a thing of the 
past. It really looks as if we were not at the present 
moment making the iron that we are using. It is a 
notorious fact that consumers are running with scant 
stocks, having forced the furnaces to carry all the sur- 
plus supply. And the great bugaboo of the stocks on 
hand would not supply the country’s need twenty-one 
days. A smart buying movement would change the 
whole situation in a very brief period. From the very 
nature of things that buying movement is bound to 
come. The time of this purchasing cannot be fixed 
with certainty but it will surely not be postponed for 
any great while.”
